German Arciniegas, one of the 
better historians of our time, 
native of the once-long-isolated 
city of Bogota 
great culture developed

“It is true that the 16th cen- 
tury was the golden age of Spain, 
but this is not the whole truth. 
For the 16th century was golden 
not only for Spain, but for Eng- 
land, for France.

In three 
kingdoms letters had never be- 
fore reached such heights of 
splendor.

Basic Ideals 


Our attention has for so many 
years been focused on the life 
and death struggle in Europe and 
Asia that we have not looked 
very often south of us. It comes 
as something of a start to read 
of soldiers from the republics 
south of us emerging from the 
prison camps in North Korea, 
some of them gloating, 
‘Russians had no one to speak 
Spanish and so they could not 
preach their propaganda at us.”’

“critically important in the 
worldwide struggle for the win- 
ning of men’s minds, and alle- 
giances.”’

If we, and they, fail to take 
each other at our true worth we 
will have failed not merely our- 
selves but history and the basic 
ideals which, like the long moun- 
tam chain, have linked the two 
great lands together.

On the other side was the City Ward 
of Standards and Appeals. It said, in 
effect, “No soap, Mr. Wright, you must 
make your’ building conform to the 
code.” For Wright it was either revise 
or not build. He capitulated and the 
victory belonged to what Wright termed 
a “code for fools.” 

Whether New York City was justi- 
fied in insistirig that Wright curb his 
innovating genius in favor of the code, 
we do not profess to know. However, 
the entire situation points up a dilem- 
ma, by no méans new, which calls for 
more consideration than has been ac- 
corded it heretofore. 

Modern society, regimented and 
stereotyped, must find a way to utilize 
such geniuses as Wright to their fullest 
potential if it is not to decay and waste 
away from self-imposed stagnation and 
inability to think’ imaginatively about 
the future.

Thus, 
when he told a House committee in the 
autumn of 1949 that America could dispense 
with large aircraft carriers and he openly 
disparaged the concept of amphibious war- 
fare on a large scale, he didn’t realize that 
within eight months one of the largest am- 
phibious operations in American history 
would be carried ouf’on the peninsula of 
Korea or that, without aircraft carriers, 
U. S. fighter planes could never have been 
transported to Korea in time to meet the 
crisis of the early days of the war. 

Refusal of the joint chiefs to support on

sion of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act; overhauling of the federal farm price 
support program; opening of the St. Law- 


erence River to seagoing vessels to the heart 


of the Midwest through the Great Lakes, 
and admission of Hawaii and possibly 
Alaska into the, Union. 


On top of this, the usual departmental 
appropri#tion bills “will have to be passed. 
Ramifications of government have grown 
so large in the past decade that it takes 
months to dispose of these. Wrapped up 
in appropriation bills and tax revision is 
the problem of balancing the budget, which 
may be one of the things on which the ad- 
ministration will stand or fall in the con- 
gressional elections of next year. 

Because midterm elections do. come 
next year, 
get away by July at the latest. Members 
will want to get back to do their ¢am- 
paigning. Whether the heavy legislative 
program can be dispersed of in that time 
is a question. It is on this score that the 
test—the rea] test—of the administration 
will lie. 

Eisenhower and his party associates 
have promised action on all of the meas- 
ures enumerated.

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The Footing We Must Hove: 


Impossible for Vocational Education 


To Proceed ‘Academically, He Thinks 


Bogart—Basically, vocational and aca- 
demic standards of education may differ 
somewhat. In the former situation smaller 
classes are more desirable; more prepa- 
ration on the part of the teacher for the 
job and more preparation for teaching both 
boys and adults are desirable and more 
or less mandatory under provisions of the 
Smith-Hughes Act. 

We deal with the reflective thinking 
process in a problem situation. We also 
contend we learn by doing. We teach by 
(1) setting standards of practice; (2) go- 
ing through the job explaining each step 
as it is done; (3) having pupil go through 
each step under supervision of the teach- 
er, and (4) having pupil-practice until he 
approaches standard set by the teacher. 


We feel our philosophy is sound and 
will work. When the Republicans went 
inte office they contended business would 
have a better climate in which to function. 
We, too, need a good climate in which to 
carry out. our respective programs. This 
is especially true in the State Department 
of’ Education, where in many instances 
jealousy, envy, etc., by some officials have 
made their actions incompatible with. the 
best interests of vocational education. 
Largely these actions have dealt with try- 
ing to make vocational education standards 
conform to academic standards, which can’t 
be done without crippling or destroying 
the vocational concept. 

Let me say we teachers of vocational 
agriculture in Georgia are trying as hard 
as we know how to do our jobs, get along 
with school officials on all levels, and meet 
the needs of those people with whom we 
work.

Brig. Gen. Py. Bi <Ginder, commander 
of the Thunderbolt, Division, decorated him 
with a Bronze Star for “heroism in ‘action 
against ‘arfmed enemy’. in Korea.”’ 


“Corporal John H. Eason, RA 14-470- 
950, Armor, United States Army, is cited 
for heroism in action against an armed 
enemy in the vicinity of To’pimak, Korea. 
On 26 June, 1953,..Corporal Eason was 
the driver of a tank in an exposed fore 
ward position. When the enemy.in @° 
fanatical attack overrasi the position, Cor- ’ 
poral Eason calmly stayed at his post 
until orders to move the tank Back to 
friendly lines. At this time the enemy 
fired a rocket launcher at the tank and 
blew a track off. It was then decided 
to back the tank down the precipitous 
mountainside behind them. With inspired 
driving skill Corporal Eason backed the 
tank off the position and, while moving 
rapidly backward, managed to get the 
tank into first gear. This plus the judi- 
cious use of one steering lever still use- 
able he managed to keep the tank under 
control during the plunge down the moun- 
tainside.

Garden lovers throughout the state should consider it their 
duty as well as aivery great pleasure to visit the Ida Cason 
Gardens at Callaway Farms near LaGrange. 


According to Howard Calla- 
way, executive director of the 
Garden and the Garden Indus- 
tries, the motivating plan of the 
gardens is the preservation and 
propagation of flowers, trees 
and shrubs native to this sec- 
tion of the country. 

During the past year 17,000 
plants, shrubs and trees were 
planted in the gardens. Holly 
trails and wild flower trails are 
actual wonderlands for the na- 
ture lovers. The loop in the 
holly trail in which the Ameri- 
can varieties are planted has 
been completed, according to 
Callaway, and before long the 
loops in which English and 
Oriental varieties are being 
planted will be finished.

GARDEN TIPS 


Mulch lily borders or cull 
clumps. Also mulch perennials 
where soil is clayey and_ in- 
clined 10 bake hard into a 
crust. 

Divide bearded iris. Divide 
old clumps of narcissus, hya- 
cinths and other spring flower- 
ing bulbs. 

If crabgrass is troublesome, 
make an application of sodium 
chlorate in order to prevent 
‘Muleh lily borders or culb 
seed formation. 

Trim boxwood in late sum- 
mer after new growth is made. 

Evergreens should be planted 
along about this time.

Fewer Tragedies 

The movement to put a garland of pipe and wire around the 
brow of Stone Mountain to keep exuberant night owls and less 
sure-footed sightseers from plunging to their death is of particu- 
lar interest to me. I’m one of those fools who nearly wiped out 
two entire families by suggesting on a Sunday afternoon picnic 
that we descend the mountain by a different and more interest- 


ing route than the one taken by the other Sunday throngs. 
It was more interesting, all right. It was very nearly suicidal. 


And since that day when I found the solid earth under my 
feet and my children’s feet oncé more after about an hour of 
clinging to roots and loose rocks and inching down solid granite 
on my seat, I haven’t been so crazy about climbing Stone Moun- 
tain again. 


However, when Mrs. J. N. Andrews suggested to DeKalb 
Commissioner Scott Candler that the mountain might be made 
safe for the unwary and the unknowing, I was immediately in- 
terested. 

Mrs. Andrews is a Stone Mountain fan of many years stand- 
ing. In fact, she has been fond of the great hunk of granite since 
she moved here from Montgomery 40 years ago and she has 
been constantly troubled by the increasing number of accidental 
deaths on the mountain. 

Twenty-five or 30 years ago when her three sons were little 
boys Mrs. Andrews liked nothing better than to take them on a 
picnic at the mountain. They ate their lunch by the spring in 
the shadow of the great stone and then capered up the mountain 
as hundreds do every fair Sunday afternoon even now. 

“T’ll never get over how close I came to losing my own life 
there,”” Mrs. Andrews said. “I was just standing, looking when I 
slipped. If it hadn't been for a root I would have kept sliding 
and fallen to my death.”’ 


Every additional death from the mountain. strikes Mrs. 
Andrews as such a needless tragedy she has started a movement 
to get a protective fence around the top of the mountain. Com- 
missioner Candler promised her DeKalb County crews would do 
the work if somebody else would foot the bill for the fence ma- 
terials, Mrs. Andrews said. She estimated that a fence would 
cost about $2,000. 
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Since the mountain is still privately owned the state cannot 
supply the money and now at the age of 76 years Mrs. Andrews 
is ready to launch a public subscription campaign for the fence. 

She doubts that she will ever see the mountain again because 
she is losing her eyesight but she is eager that future generations 
will see it in safety and has made the first contribution to a fence 
fund. 

“T don’t want to collect the money myself,’’ the past presi- 
dent of the United Daughters of the Confederacy said. ‘‘There’s 
been enough trouble about money already collected for the 
Stone Mountain monument. But I’m willing to contribute and to 
make a telephone canvass if that will help.”’
